EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Gerson Panitch (Reg. No. 33;751) on 10/11/2006. Mr. Panitch agreed to 
amendments to the claims submitted on 07/13/2006 to avoid potential 35 U.S.C. §101 
issues as well as minor corrections to the claims.

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 07/13/2006 is 
considered by the examiner. 

5. Based on the examination of the references on the IDS, Examine concludes 
Claims 1-44 are allowable based on the same premise as stated before. The prior art 
disclosed by the applicant and cited by the Examiner fail to teach or suggest, alone or in 
combination, an intermediary processor between a first and second processor to enable 
tunneling, such that it also enables the mutual consent/agreement between the first and 
second processors to opens a third tunnel to form a bridge between the first and second 
processors.
